Expert opinion on 
income-tax questions as affecting the profession is published 
in the British Mepican Journat. The Solicitor of the 
Association is consulted when legal matters arise which 
affect the general interests of the profession. 
Scholarships, Grants, and Prizes awarded by the 
Association. 

The sum devoted by the British Medical Association for 
the encouragement of research has steadily increased during 
the past few years. The Association’s scholarships for the 
promotion of research into subjects relating to the causation 
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prevention, or treatment of disease were among: the 
first of their kind, and these scholarships stil] meet a real 
need on the part of members of the profession who hold 
junior appointments and are at the same time prosecuting 
research. A new prize—the Katherine Bishop Harman Prize 
—has recently been inaugurated for research on disorders 
incident to maternity. By the Middlemore Prize original 
work in ophthalmology is recognized, and the Stewart 
Prize is gained by contributions made to the study of 
epidemic disease. The Sir Charles Hastings Prize of 
59 guineas has been established in memory of the founder 
of the British Medical Association for the purpose of 
stimulating systematic observation, research, and record 
in general practice; the first award was made in 1926. Of 
recent years a subject for essays has also been proposed 
annually to senior medical students, and in connexion with 
these essays the Association gives annually fourteen prizes 
of £10 each. Further particulars of any of the above can 
be obtained on application to the Medical Secretary of the 
Association. 


Handbook for Recently Qualified Medical Practitioners, 

The second edition of the Association’s Handbook for 
Recently Qualified Medical Practitioners was issued in 
April of last year. The demand for this guide to the 
intricacies of medical practice has been so great as to 
necessitate a reprint, and it is evidently not confined to the 
newly qualified, for whom the handbook was primarily 
intended. A special feature of the present edition is the 
amount of space devoted to the practical aspects of medical 
work, including the legal and social obligations of the 
practitioner, .The appendices include the Warning Notices 
issued by the General Medical Council, the rules as to ethics 
of medical consultation approved by the Representative 
Body of the British Medical Association, and the memo- 
randum on the duties of doctors and dentists under the 
Dangerous Drugs Acts, 1920-23, issued by the Home Office.

“Kenya and East African Medical Journal.” 

With formal recognition by the Tanganyika Branch of 
the British Medical Association, the Kenya Medical Journal 
has changed its name, and, beginning with the issue of 
April, 1927, will be published as the Kenya and East 
African Medical Journal. We have referred more than 
once to the steady growth of this enterprising periodical 
since its modest appearance four years ago as a_ type- 
written sheet with the title of the Journal of the Kenya 
Medical Service under the editorial direction of its 
founder, Dr. C. J. Wilson of Nairobi. By April, 1924, 
it- was circulating through Kenya Colony, Uganda, 
Tanganyika, and Zanzibar, and its name was changed to 
the Kenya Medical Journal. Since then its expansion hzs 
been steady, and it has contained various important 
articles, including reports on sleeping sickness in Uganda, 
and the mosquito breeding areas of Nairobi. The current 
issue includes an account by Dr. P. Manson-Bahr of his 
recent experiences in the diagnosis of liver abscess, and 
Dr. W. H. Kauntze continues his report of an investi- 
gation into the value of polyvalent vaccine in the prophy- 
laxis of bacillary dysentery in East Africa. The Kenya 
and East African Medical Journal is to be congratulated 
particularly on its valuable work in co-ordinating medical 
practice in the East African colonies. 


The Association and the Ophthalmic Service of the 
Community. 

Two aspects of the present position with regard to the 
provision of an improved ophthalmic service for the public 
were under consideration by the appropriate committees 
last week. On May 23rd the Ophthalmic Subcommittee 
approved the draft memorandum of evidence for submission 
by the Association to the Departmental Committee to con- 
sider the Optical Practitioners (Registration) Bill. This 
memorandum was considered by the Ophthalmic Committee 
on the 27th and approved, with certain amendments, for 
submission to the Council on June 8th. The Ophthalmic 


Committee aiso cénsidered the very difficult question of the 
provision for ‘ophthalmic benefit as an additional benefit 
under the National Health Insurance Acts, and formulated 
certain general principles for submission to the Council as 
regards the substitution of the clinic system for the present 
method. 

Medical Secretaries’ Visits. 

On May 25th the Deputy Medical Secretary addressed 
the senior students at University College Hospital on the 
choice of a career. The attendance might have been larger, 
but the address seemed to be appreciated by those who were 
present.

By That in the investigation of the financial positions of all pees 
the capital value of property held by them should be disclosed. 

5. That for the time being the contributors to the ld. in the 2 
scheme be not considered as tariff patients. . 

6. That as the money paid to the hospitals by contributory schemes 
is only for full or partial maintenance of in-patients, the members as 
such are not entitled as a right to treatment either as in- or out- 

7. That all minor operations (such as are ordinarily done in the 
out-patient department) be excluded from the contributory scheme, 
and that the honorary staffs be asked to refuse to do any minor 
operations wiihont the direct and personally written letter of the 
ordinary medical attendant of the patient. . 

8. That the remainder of the hospital policy be approved. 


Several examples were given of gross abuse of hospitals by 
eople who could afford to pay for private attendance, of the 
focgely increasing use of the out-patient EE for minor 
operations, of the income limit being too high, of the unfair 
pressure experienced by medical men to sign “ contributory ” 
certificates, of the very inadequate investigation by existing 
almoners, and of the growing tendency of municipal officers te 


encroach on the ficld private practice,

LISTER CENTENARY CELEBRATION. 

A commemoration meeting in celebration of Lord Lister’s 
centenary will be held in the McEwan Hall, Edinburgh, on 
Wednesday, July 20th, at 8 p.m. Full details were pub- 
lished in the British Jovrnat on February 12th, 
(p. 299), but it may be recalled that the Earl of Balfour, 
K.G., O0.M., will preside, and that short addresses will be 
delivered by Sir William Watson Cheyne, Professor Tuffier 
(Paris), Professor Harvey Cushing (Harvard University), 
and Professor John Stewart (Halifax, Nova Scotia). 

Throughout the week of the Association Meeting a 
museum of Lister relics will be on view in the Upper 
Library of the Old University. The relics will be gathered 
from many sources. The unique interest of the exhibits 
will be due largely to the co-operation and liberality of the 
directors of the Wellcome Historical Medical Museum, 
London. 

A Iaster Memorial Volwme has been prepared and will 
constitute the hook of the Edinburgh Meeting of the 
Association. A copy will be presented to each member of 
the Association on registration in the reception room. 
The volume, edited by Dr. Logan Turner, will contain 
sketches and reminiscences by former house-surgeons of 
Lord Lister, two of his own scientific addresses, and a series 
of letters. A section of particular interest is included 
dealing with the lives of Lister’s fellow residents in the 
Edinburgh Royal Infirmary during the summer of 1854. 
Sir Edward Sharpey-Schafer contributes a sketch on 
Lister’s work as a physiologist. Mr. Miles writes on 
‘* Surgery prior to Lister’s time,’’ and Professor John 
Fraser on ‘‘ The influence of Lister’s work on surgery.”’ 

Memorial inscriptions have been placed on the walls of 
the houses which Lister occupied successively in Edinburgh 
—namely, 11, Rutland Street, and 9, Charlotte Square. 

A prize of £25 and a gold medal are to be awarded to the 
writer of the best essay on ‘‘ The influence of Lister on 
surgery.” The prize is open to students and graduates 
of not more than one year’s standing in any medical school 
in the British Empire. The name of the successful 
essayist will be announced at the public meeting.

REDUCED RAILWAY FARES TO EDINBURGH. 

The usual concession to members of the British Medical 
Association in regard to railway fares will apply to 
the Annual Meeting in Edinburgh this summer. The 
railway companies in Great Britain (except 
Metropolitan, Metropolitan District, and London Electric 
Railway Companies) have agreed to issue passenger 
tickets to Edinburgh, available from July 13th to 25th, at 
the ordinary single fare and one-third for the double 
journey, with a minimum adult fare of 1s. A printed 
voucher filled in by the applicant and signed by the 
Financial Secretary of the Association, must be given up 
at the booking office when the ticket is bought. These 


‘vouchers will be obtainable in due course from the Finance 


Department, British Medical Association, Tavistock Square, 
W.C.1. The cheap fare ‘concession will, in addition to 
applying from stations in Great Britain, also operate from 
the Irish ports by railway-owned steamers, and by the 
boats of the Belfast Steamship, British and Irish Steam 
Packet, and the City of Cork Steam Packet Companies, 
and of Messrs. Burns and Laird, Ltd. 


HOTEL ACCOMMODATION. 

The Hotels and Lodgings Committee has practically 
completed its arrangements for coping with the large 
numbers who are expected to visit Edinburgh in July. Jn 
order to secure the accommodation which is believed to be 
necessary, the “Committee has definitely engaged all the 
available rooms in the city, and will allocate these to 
applicants in rotation. The Scottish Medical Secretary 
(Dr. Drever) has undertaken to do this work for the 
Committee, and applications for rooms should be sent to 
him at 6, Drumsheugh Gardens. A form for the purpose 
has been prepared for the convenience of members and 
is printed in the advertisement pages this week (p. 18); 
it will be repeated in subsequent issues. The accommodation 
is grouped in three classes—namely : 


1. Hotels, whose tariff for bed and breakfast ranges 
between 8s.

REPRESENTATIVES’ EXCURSION TO THE SCOTT 
COUNTRY. 

On Sunday, July 17th, an excursion to the Scott country 
is being arranged. The Representatives and their friends 
will leave Edinburgh at 9.30 a.m. in charabancs and proceed 
to Rullion Green. On the site of the battlefield, surrounded 
by the hills and amid beautiful scenery, a short religious 
service will be held. Thereafter, proceeding by Penicuik 
and Leadburn, Peebles will be reached about 11.15. From 
there the route leads along the north bank of the Tweed, 
opposite the old house of Traquair, whose historic gates 
have never been opened since the failure of the Jacobite 
cause on Culloden Field. Passing the ruined castle of 
Elibank, with memories of Muckle-mou’ed Meg, and 
Ashiestiel, Sir Walter Scott’s first border home, the 
excursionists arrive at Galashiels. Here lunch will be 
provided in the Volunteer Hall. Proceeding onwards,a mile 
distant on the south side of the Tweed is seen Abbotsford, 
Scott’s later home. A mile further is Melrose Abbey, 
where a monastery was first established by St. Aidan in the 
seventh century. Here is buried the heart of The Bruce, 
and here is the resting place of many border chieftains. 


~The Tweed is crossed by the Leaderfoot Bridge, and a brief 


pause will be made at Scott’s View on Bemersyde Hill. The 
road next turns round Bemersyde House, presented by the 
nation to Earl Haig as a tribute to his services during the 
war. A halt will be made at Dryburgh Abbey, the seat of 
the monastic cell of St. Mocan from the sixth century, and 
the burial place of Sir Walter Scott. Crossing the Tweed 
at St. Boswells, the route now follows the south bank of the 
river, past the ruins of the old border fartress of Roxburgh. 
Floors Castle lies on the left—we will hope glistening in the 
sunshine. Passing through Kelso, the way leads to the 
north and back to Floors Castle, where the party will be 
entertained at tea by His Grace the Duke of Roxburghe. 
The road back to Edinburgh passes over Soutra. From the 
top a view over a wide expanse is obtained. The Lothians 
lie at our feet. Just across the Firth is the ‘‘ Kingdom 
of Fife,’’ with Stirling further to the west. Beyond lie the 
Ochil Hills, and in the distance are the peaks of the 
Grampian Mountains. The road we travel has been trod 
by the feet of many generations. It gave passage to 
Scottish hosts on their way south and to invading English 
armies. Descending towards Edinburgh, we pass Soutra 
Aisle, an ancient hospitium, Crichton Castle, and after 
passing through Dalkeith with its palace we see the ruins of 
Mary Queen of Scots’s residence at Craigmillar Castle. The 
tour above so shortly described embraces over 120 of the best 
miles in Scotland. It is full of associations with Scott, 
Stevenson, Andrew Lang, and Crockett; and tradition 
and story of the Roman occupation, of the perpetual wars 
along the Border, of the Covenanters, and of monastic life 
in the abbeys along the Tweed will be constantly recalled by 
the various features of the beautiful and romantic scenery 
amid which the excursionists will travel. 


EXCURSION TO FIFE AND ST. ANDREWS. 
Ow Saturday, July 23rd, a party limited to 100 will leave 
the Waverley Station by special train at 9.22 a.m. and 
proceed by way of the Forth Bridge, passing the Hawes 
Inn mentioned in The Antiquary and Stevenson’s Kid- 
napped. The naval base of Rosyth will be seen on the 
left. After emerging from a tunnel, St. Margaret’s Hope 
—Wwhere ‘St. Margaret”? landed in Scotland—will come 
into view. Leaving behind Kirkcaldy, with its associations 


with Adam Smith, the party will arrive at Ladybank, 
be met by charabancs, and proceed to Falkland Palace. 
This building has associations with Scottish history from 
the days of King Robert the Bruce to Charles II, and was 
the scene of the alleged murder of the young Duke of 
Rothesay by his uncle Albany (see The Fair Maid of Perth). 
Here James the Fifth died and Mary was a frequent 
visitor, fleeing from the exhortations of John Knox. The 
party will leave Falkland Palace at 11.30 and, by the kind 
invitation of Mr. and Mrs. Leslie Melville, will visit 
Melville House, which was built by the first Earl of 
Melville in 1692. Here are pictures of Mary Queen of 
Scots, Claverhouse, Gustavus Adolphus, and an interesting 
exhibition of letters by most of the Stewart kings. The 
party will next proceed by the old Royal Road which was 
followed by the kings of Scotland in passing to and from 
St. Andrews. Half-way lies Cupar, the county town. 
Here are the ruins of the castle in which Macbeth murdered 
Duncan, and from which Wallace drove the English, and 
here Sir David Lindsay’s plays were acted. At Pitscottie 
the route follows the track of the murderers of Archbishop 
Sharp, over Magus Muir, where he was killed. At St. 
Andrews lunch will be provided by the courtesy of the 
Fife Branch. The Cathedral, Castle, and University 
Buildings will then be visited, after which tea will be 
provided at the Sir James Mackenzie Clinical Institute 
by the ceurtesy of Dr. Maitland Ramsay (the Director) 
and Mrs. Maitland Ramsay. The special train will leave 
St. Andrews at 5.10 p.m., arriving at the Waverley 
Station, Edinburgh, at 7 p.m. Price of ticket, inclusive 
of rail, motors, and entrance fees, 12s. 6d.

AND OTHER INQUIRIES. 
Newspaper Publicity to Attract Patients. 
On May 25th the Council considered the case of Frederick Joseph 
William Porter, D.S.O., registered as of the Army Medical Service, 
L.S.A.Lond., M.R.C.S.Eng., L.R.C.P.Lond., who was summoned on 
the charge of having sought to obtain patients and to promote 
his own professional advantage by notices inserted in the press. 
The notices appeared in the 7imes of India and five other Indian 
ournals, and ran as follows: ‘‘ Major F. J. W. Porter, R.A.M.C., 

.5.0., has now returned to India from England after an absence 
of a year, and will shorly resume his practice at Karachi.’’ Four 
of the notices, three of them in Karachi papers, added that he 
was putting up at the Carlton Hotel where he might be consulted. 

The complainants were two members of the Indian Medical 
Service, Colonel Ivor Davenport Jones and Major Charles Newton- 
Davis, and Dr. Guy Theodore Wrench of Karachi. The com- 
plainants were not present, and Mr. Harper, the Council’s 
solicitor, laid the facts before the Council. Major Porter was 
accompanied by Mr. Oswald Hempson, his solicitor. 

Mr. Harper said that Major Porter had spent many years in 
India. After giving up his bree in Bombay, and spending some 
time in England, he decided to resume practice in India, which he 
did in February, 1926, whereu these notices appeared in the 
Indian journals. A complaint with regard to this conduct was 
made by Dr. Wrench, whereupon Major Porter prosecuted him 
before the magistrate for defamation of character, but the case 
was dismissed. 

Major Porter in the witness-box said that he had had a 
—— practice in India for a very long time. He gave up his 
ndian practice on a previous occasion, but poe Me returned 
to Bom ay in 1923, and then consulted the registrar of the Bombay 
Medical Council whether on resuming his practice he might make 
an announcement in the daily press to the following effect: 

Pending the opening of his new surgical nursing home, Major 
Porter has removed from —— to —— Hotel, where he may be 
consulted.” The registrar thought that this was in order, and the 
notice appeared in all the papers of Bombay. In December, 1924, 
he sold his practice and again returned to England, but for 
ffnancial reasons he decided to return to India in 1926 and once 
more resume practice. When he sold his practice there was a 
stipulation that he should not practise in Bombay or on tHe island. 
Some friends on his return -pressed him to go to Poona, but as 
this was only three hours’ journey from Bombay he thought it 
fairer to his successor to go farther afield, and he decided on 
Karachi, which was five or six hundred miles away. His practice 
was a purely surgical one, and he was accustomed to have patients 

‘from all parts of India as well as from Arabia and Mesopotamia, 
Knowing some members of the staff of the Jimes of Fadia he 
asked them to insert the announcement which was the subject 
of the present complaint, which they did in the “ Social and 
Personal”’ column. In this he was guided by his experience in 
1923 when the registrar of the Bombay Medical Council approved 
a similar notice. He did not pay for the notice, and at his 
request the Zimes of India sent it to other papers. In one 
instance, however, that of the Parsi_Sansar, of Karachi, the 
paragraph was “ decorated ” in the office of the newspaper in a 
manner over which he had no control and of which he did not 
approve. It was headed, ‘‘ Well-known Surgeon in Karachi,” and 
went on, ‘‘ Major Porter, the well known surgeon of Bombay,”’ 
etc. All these notices appeared within a few days of one another. 
On arrival at Karachi he rang up Dr. Wrench to up an 
appointment, but was told that Dr. Wrench would have nothing 
to do with him, He then wrote to the registrar of the Bombay 
Medical Council, enclosing a specimen notice, and asked whether 
he had contravened any regulation. The registrar replied that he 
thought he was protected by one of the rules in “ Ethical 
Suggestions’ whic governed the matter. Learning then that 
Dr. Wrench had been saying that he was an advertiser and not 
& proper person to be in the profession he brought an action for 
of but this was dismissed. 

n cross-examination the point was put to him that the “ Ethi 
Suggestions’ referred to allowed for only two such Mac xorg 
and here there were half a dozen. Major Porter replied that he 
regarded them as only one insertion. The announcement a peared 
once only in each of the six papers, which covered quite different 

mage: of the Indian community. Asked why he took action against 

’r. Wrench in the criminal court instead’ of civil proceedings, in 
view of the fact that in criminal proceedings, if defamation were 
proved, the penalty might be up to two years’ imprisonment, he 
said that he was unaware of this, that he did not want damages 
and that the proceedings before a magistrate were so very much 
quicker than before a civil court, where they might drag on for 
years, that he chose the cotirse he did. In so doing he acted 
entirely on legal advice. He admitted that in 1913 he had 
published a series of articles in local papers on medical topics. 

Mr. Hempson said that whatever view might be held as to his 
client’s conduct, the Council would believe that there was some 
justification for his view that what he had done was permissible 
taking into account the previous opinion of the Registrar at 
Bombay. The jurisdiction of the General Medical Council was 
of course, supreme, but it would be unfortunate if it should 


Mr. Harper said that to bring in the Bombay Medical Council 
was a little disingenuous, for when he submitted the cutting 
from one of the papers he did not tell the registrar that a similar 
announcement had appeared in several other journals. , 

The Council found the facts proved, and the Presrpent said : 

“The facts which have been proved bring you within the terms of 
the Council’s Warning Notice in regard to advertising, which states 
that the practice of advertising by a registered medical a 
with a view to procuring patients is, in the opinion of the Council 
contrary to the public interest and discreditable to the profession of 
medicine, and any registered medical practitioner resorting to any such 
practice renders himself liable on proof of the facts to have his name 
erased from the Medical Register. 

“The Council, as you will see from the terms of the Warning Notice, 
take a serious view of the offence which has been proved in your case; 
but in order to give you time to realize your position in this regard the 
Connell have postponed judgement in your case until the May session 

Before that date Major Porter would be required to send to 
the Registrar the names of some of his professional brethren who 
would testify as to his conduct in the interval with reference to 
this practice. 


Sale of Poisons by Unqualified Assistants. 

Three unusual cases, similar in character, and all from the 
same district, were brought forward on the complaint of the 
Pharmaceutical Society of Great Britain. The charge in each 
case was: 

“That, being a registered medical practitioner, keeping a medical hall, 
open shop, or other place in whicn scheduled poisons or preparations 
containing scheduled poisons are sold to the public, you have employed 
for your wn profit and under cover of your own qualifications an 
assistant--namely, one (a different, name was mentioned in each 
who was left in charge of such premises, but was not legally qualifi 
to sell scheduled poisons to the public. 

“And that in relation thereto you have been guilty of infamous 
conduct in a professional respect.” 

The respondents were Lawrence Crombie, registered as of 
Dunollie, Dalmuir, Glasgow, M.B., Ch.B., Eliazer Gelfer, pe 
tered as of Abbotsford Place, Glasgow, L.R.C.P.,. L.R.C.5., 
L.R.F.P.S., and William Mason Hamilton, registered as of Law 
Junction, Lanarkshire, M.B., Ch.B. Dr. Crombie and Dr. 
Hamilton were present, and Dr. Gelfer sent a written statement. 
They were defended by Mr. Oswald Hempson on behalf of 


Messrs. Turnbull and Findlay, solicitors to the Medical and Dental- 


Defence Union of Scotland. 

Mr. W. H. Quarrell, of Messrs. Thompson, Quarrell, and 
Attneave, who represented the Pharmaceutical Society, had copies 
of the Pharmaceutical Journal containing an account of proceed- 
ings which had taken place on this matter in Scotland distributed 
to members of the Council, and this, he said, saved him from 
making any opening speech. Lysol or Jeyes fluid had been sold 
by women not legally qualified employed by the respondents. F 

Dr. Crombie in evidence said that he took over from his 
predecessor in his practice a medical hall, together with the stock, 
which included poisons, and he re-engaged the lady assistant, 
who was not a qualified chemist. He also arranged with a 
qualified chemist, Mr. Armstrong, to run the business for him, 
and to him he gave directions. Any sale of poisons which took 
place by the assistant was not done with his cognisance or 
enon but he expressed his regret to the Council that his 
assistant should have actually sold poisons. 

In cross-examination he was asked how he accounted for the 
fact that lysol and Jeyes fluid were loose and close to the 
assistant’s hand. Dr. Crombie replied that he used Jeyes fluid 
himself as a disinfectant in the surgery. He could not account 
for it being sold without label or name. He was aware of the 
regulations with regard to the labelling of poisons, but at the time 
he did not think of Jeyes fluid as coming under the Poisons Act. 

Mr. Thomas Armstrong in evidence said that Dr. Crombie asked 
him to supervise the shop and the assistant. The assistant was told 
not to sell poisons, and she knew in a general way what she 
could and could not sell. The first thing he did on taking over. 
the business was to remove the dangerous drugs and poisons from 
her reach. 

Dr. Gelfer’s case was next taken, A letter was read stating that 
he profoundly regretted that owing to the fact that lysol was 
so freely sold it never occurred to him that any qualification was 
required as to its sale, and he was not the only practitioner 
similarly ignorant. He admitted that he had a shop and employed 
an assistant not legaily qualified, but the selling of a bottle of 
p nae by her was an oversight, and on the actual terms of the 
charge he was not guilty. 

Dr. Hamilton then went into the box, and said that he made 
out for his assistant a list of articles which she was entitled 
to sell; these things included dentrifices and so forth. She did 
sell a botile of lysol to an inspector, but lysol was not among the 
things on the list in her possession. The lysol on the premises 
was solely for his own use. Mr. Quarrell pointed out that when 
the girl employed by Dr. Hamilton pleaded guilty in the police 
proceedings it was stated on her behalf that since this had _hap- 


ned the doctor had given her instructions not to sell poisons. ~ 


r. Hamilton replied that he gave instructions afterwards again, 
but he had also given instructions previously. 

Mr. Hempson, on behalf of the respondents, said that they all 
recognized the necessity for these regulations, and that ignorance 
of the law was no excuse. At the same time, one was so well 
acquainted with the ready sale of Jeyes fluid and lysol that one 
was liable not to rank them as poisons. Probably his clients 
belonged to that unfortunate minority who were called upon 
suffer as a warning to others who were themselves equally guilty. 
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Naval and Military Appointments. 


Mr. Quarrell said that the respondents themselves had disclosed 
to the Council that there had been neglect and carelessness. If 
doctors were to be allowed really to keep on shop it must be 
insisted that they had an exact knowledge of the regulations and 
saw that they were carried out. 

The Couneil found the facts proved against all the respondents. 

The Presipent said : 

“These faets indicate a practice which the Council regards as 
being fraught with danger to the public and not creditable to a 
member of the medical profession. In view the Warni Notice 
which has been issued py the Council it is a professional ence of 
which grave notice is bound to be taken. But as you have expressed 
to the Council your regret for the commission of such professional 
offence and have pled yourselves to abstain from conduct affording 
similar ground of complaint, the Council have decided not to proceed 
to judgement on the facts proved against you at this session, but to 
— judgement for six months, and they will ask you to appear 
efore them in November of this year, and will give you an opportunity 
of > testimony on your behalf with regard” to your conduct in the 
interval.” 

He thanked the representative of the Pharmaceutical Society 
for bringing the facts before the Council. 


Misdemeanour. 
On May 27th the Council considered the case of Duncan Miller, 
registered as of Glebe House, Washington, co. Durham, M.B., 
Ch.B., who was summoned on the charge that in May, 1926, he was 


- convicted at Gateshead police court of being drunk im charge of 


a motor car and of driving a motor car to the danger the 
public, and on December 3lst of the same year of being found 
drunk on the highway. 

Mr. Harper said that after the first conviction Dr. Miller 
received a serious warning from the Council, and yet within a few 
months there was this second conviction. He understood Dr. Miller 
denied being drunk on the second oecasion, but he had pleaded 
guilty at the police court. 

Dr. Miller in a statement to the Council said that on the 
second occasion he pleaded guilty under a gS pe ee and 
he strongly denied that he was diunk. He h suffered from 
malaria in the army, which had made him susceptible to very 
small amounts of alcohol. Since his second conviction, that is to 
say, during the whole of the present year, he had been a total 
abstainer, and intended to remain so. 

The decision of the Council was that Dr. Miller’s convictions 
had been proved, but in order to give him an opportunity of 
considering his ition it postponed judgement until the May 
session, 8, when he would be required to appear and to 
produce testimonials as to his conduct in the interval.
